The Dis. 


In the life of all peoples there are days of unerasable memories, 


Times of great joy are fixed upon the minds of nations, as they 
entwine themselves about the recollections of individuals. So, 
perbaps in an acuter measure, with events of tribulation and of sorrow. 
To the true Jew, the Jew who bas waintained in himself his Jewish 
feeling and has imbibed its spirit from the long ages of his people's 
past, next Sunday is the most sorrowful day in the whole of the 
Jewish calendar. Foritis the anniversary of the debdcle of the Jewish 
National being, of the day when by a cruel fate the Jewish People 
were brutally despoiled of their political being and eent wandering 
homelese amid the nations of the world. ‘Some of us are apt to miss 
the real, lasting tragedy which the Ninth of Ab commemorates: That 
is, we suppose, because it bas been a tragedy enduring for nearly 
two thousand yéars, and to which we have become accustomed and 
acclimatised. We are unable to realise the light of national 
freeiiom, because for centuries the Jew has been immured in the 
dark dungeon of national estrangement. Yet the words of 
the ritual remain; and the Jew who has not been alienated 
irom Judaism feels personal grief, when he contemplates how 
évery nation stands upon its own foundation and Jewry has 
donstantly from age to age, since the black days of its 
national affliction, merely been seeking shelter from annibila.- 
tion and elimination wherever shelter it could find. And 
it is no mere sentimental feeling that thus seizes the Jew. lf 
has a hard,a grim and a bitter practical reality. Some nineteen 
centuries have passed since the Day, and here and pow there are 
thousands upon thousands of Jews economically perishing; 
pibysically starving and morally sick unto death, because of the 
alien environment into which they have been forced and the 
circumstances thus arising outof their world-condition. And where 
ig there from end to end of the earth of which it cam be gaid of 
the Jew that he has, at best, other than a tenuous existence as one of 
our people? We have but to look at such an abomination as the 
Ku Klux Klan with its malignant and evil-minded venom directed 
to Jews and Judaism, flourishing behind the statue of Liberty 
and beneath the flag of Freedom, to gauge the real position of 
the Jew, even in these times of civilisation and progress. The 
Day when the Roman Power cast its destroying harrow across the 
land of Israel remains a day of mourning for the Jew.

An Anti-Alien Agitation. 


AN article we publish elsewhere this week draws attention to a 
fresh anti-alien agitation which is brewing in this country. Mr. M. J, 


LANDA, who contributes the article, shows that the agitation is built 


up upon a reckless disregard of figures and facts. His carefully- 
idrawn statistics are worth close perueal, forthey prove that so far 
as apy increase of the alien element in our population is 
concerned, the agitation is groundless. We think Mr. LANDA 
makes out his case, and the only possible inference 
to be drawn is that the agitation to which he. refers, and 
which is undoubtedly in preparation, is motived by something 
else than the ostensible object for which it is to be carried ouf. 
Nor can there be much doubt about its real purpose. ltis anti- 
Jewish, and we have good reason for knowing that it is being 
engineered by persons of that sort who, whenever opportunity arises, 
are anxious to attack Jews and debase them in the eyes of their fellow- 
citizens. The 
Great Britain. Whenevera campaign has been contemplated against 
our people—and not only in modern times—it has more frequently 
than not been under the guise of a revolé against aliens. lt is 
a method of appealing to the worst Chauvinistic passions of the mob 
and of enlisting their sympathy by representing them as suffering either 
from competition as workmen or the lowering of prices as traders, 
because of the unfairness resulting from alien influences, That ig 
precisely whatis at the bottom of the infamous quota laws in America, 
There is no present.need for arguing this futile complaint because, ag 
Mr. LANDA shows, there is at present noreason for supposing that there 
is otherwise than a diminution in the alien element in this country, 
But we fear that will not deter those who are contemplating this 
new agitation. Figures and facts do not greatly trouble anti-Semites; 
and they are not much concerned by reasoned debate, Their objective 
is to do what damage they cau to the reputation an@status of Jews 
wherever they can exercise their evil influence; 
about an alien peril, « oran alien menace, is mere disingenuous excuse. 


A Gratifying ‘Appointment. 

A worpb of. hearty congratulation goes to Professor SELIG

Marranos Return. 


NO period of Jewish history is more redolent of romance, or 
contains more of the tragic, than that during which for some 
centuries Jews formed a considerable element in the populations 
of Spain and Portugal. Their growth to power, uurivalled by the Jews 
of any other country, the glorious chapter which they contributed to 
science and learning and literature, constitute a brilliant page in our 
mation’s story. Aud the disaster which overtook the communities of 
the Peninsular, was no less cowplete. Step by step, little by little, 
they were cast dowu tothe very depths; andit is piteous to read how, 
almost to the last, they clung to the hope of better tin %— 
how one community would see a contiguous body of Jews brought 
undor the iron heel of the most wicked persecution the world has 
ever known, and yet comfort themselves by thinking that somehow 
or another the engulfing plague would be stayed before it reached their 
borders. But with a reientlessness that only a misplaced. religious 

veal can account for, and with a cruelty nothing but blind bigotry 
could contemplate, the Inquisition, that vilest conception that ever 
entered the human mind, did its fell work, It was the period of 
Marrano Jews—of Jews who in secret maintained at least the forms, 
of qur faith, but in public represented themselves as being adherents 
of the dominant faith. It has always been a question whether the 
Inquisition was the cause of the Marrano, or the Marrano of the 
Inquisition. There is much evidence both ways. There is a 
good. deal to show that our people in Spain and in Portugal 
disguised and hid tlieir Judaism for fear of being brought withia 
the insatiate power of Torquemada and his followers. But there is 
the fact that the Inquisition was set up for the precise purpose of dis. 
covering secret Judaism in those of our race who professed and called 
themselves Christians. Beall that as it may, these secret Jews have 
. remained asect azart, not Christian, not Jewish, but something of each 
ever since the days of Ferdinand and Isabella, when the Quemadero 
fileurished and the Avuto-da-fé shot its fires into a heaven which 
it befouled. And now a body of these Marranos have had 
the chord of Judaism touched within them by the prospect of 
a new Yishwb, a new Return to our aucient land. They are 
asking that they may be received back into the Judaism which their 
forbears despised, and again become members of the nation to which 
their forefathers proved, either by compulsion or the hope of material 
gain, to be disloyal. The letter they have addressed to the Chief 
Rabbinate of Jerusalem is a living document. It tells to the one

much to account for the deathlessness of- Israel and the abiding 
power of Jewish Nationalsentiment and Jewish Religious faith.

Children’s Country Holidays Fund. 


ANNUAL REPORT“ MENTOR'S” COLLECTION. 


The Committee of the Jewish branch of the Children's Country 
Holidays Fund has issued its thirty-d/th annual report. During the year 
2,267 children spent a fortnight’s holiday by the sea or in the country, a 
five per cent. increase over that of 1922 Oaly those children weakened 
by sickness or those of poor physique were selected. The children were 
not allowed to forget that they were Jews and Jewesses while they were 
away.

The Future of Jews’ College. 


THE CHIEF RABBI'S POSITION. 


A recent issue of the Australian Jewish Chronicle in the course of a 
‘eading article, published the following observations : 


A matter of extreme interest to Australian Jewry is the stand 
which the Chief Rabbi bas taken in regard to the future of Jews’ 


College, and the plans for the allocation of the funds obtained for 
. the Jewish War Memorial, 


When the plans of the Executive.of the War Memoria! Council 
were made known, we found it necessary to speak about the unsatis- 
factory vature of the proposals, and the still more unsatisfactory 
Bature of the compromise effected, and to deplore the Chief Rabbi's 
actin consenting to this compromise. It is a matter for gratification 
that the Chief Rabbi has seen in the final drafts of the proposals 
occasion to object, even if ouly on account of the compromise he 
accepted not being expressed in the proposals. 

Jewry in the Dominions have a very definite interest in the 
allocation of the War Memorial Fund. There is no doubt at all that 
the substantial donations made in Australia to the Fund were given 
not only from a spirit.of loyalty, but because of definite promises of 
future benefits. The benefite were to result from the strengthening 
of a College which would make good the already greatly felt deticiency 
in fully qualified Ministers by adequately training more men who 
would be fitted to undertake ministerial work in these and other 
Dominions. Certainly the majority of the Australian contributors 
had no intention that their money should be supplied to the sub- 
mergence or subordination of Jews’ College. 


The Chief Rabbi deserves congratulations and thanks for the 


strong attitude he has taken on our bebalf and that of other 
Dominions. ... 


The plans of the Executive of the Jewish War Memoria! practically 
amount to diluting Jews’ College, with a strong infusion of non- 
orthodoxy—a dilution which would have been fatal to the hope that 


the College would be able to supply the needs of Dominion Jewry for 
well-trained and inspised erthodox ministers... . 


Jewish Friendly Societies. 


A report of the Annual Conference of the Order Shield of David 
and of ite annual dinner appeared in yesterday's Jewish World. Bro. 
Grossman, the Grand President, in his presidential address, attributes 
the fact that no material beadway had been made during the year by the 
Order to the prevailing economic conditions. The proposal for a sub- 
stantia! increase in the management contribution was rejected, and the 
Conference substituted a smaller increase. Nosuccess at all awaited the 
Executive's proposal for the setting up of a centralised distress fand. 

The Leader, the monthly organ of the Order Achei Brith, prints a 
vigorous editorial on the subject of unity in the Friendly Society Move- 
ment, and hints that before the end of the year the question will arise 
whether the Achei Brith will continue as a constituent of the Association 
of Jewish Friendly Societies. it continues: “It is for Sir Stuart Samuel 
to say whether that is possible, and under what conditions. Will he 
again wave the magic wand and again gather round him in union the 
whole Movement, or continue the path wherein the unity of the Con- 
valescent Home Movement was wrecked? If he decides the latter, then 
uaity is doomed for many years, and Sir Stuart's many past successes 
will remain overshadowed by the last failure. What will Bir 
Stuart do?”

New Anti-Alien Agitation. 


RECKLESS DISREGARD OF FIGURES. |

A new anti-alien agitation is steadily developing. It is marked by 
all the exaggeration and recklessness of the campaign which led to the 
passing ofthe Aliens Act of 1905, and is naturally fraught with danger to 
the Jewish community, inasmuch as the term “Jew” and “alien” are 
Synonymous in the minds of many. Sir William Joynson-Hicks, an 
ex-Cabinet Minister, who is credited with ambition to he Conservative 
leader, declared in the House of Commons on June léth that the time had 
come to reconsider the whole position in this country with regard to 
aliens. There was the time-honoured insinuation as to “enormous 
numbers in certain districts in London,” with its effects on housing. If 
Sir William had taken the least trouble to make himself acquainted with 
the facts, he would not have made such sweeping statements, 


Definite figures have recently been given in the House of Commons 
as to the number of aliens in the country, As enumerated at the last 
two censuses, they were :

In my article in the May supplement of last year, I anticipated that 
the reductionin the ten years would be about 50,000, and my forecast was 
more than confirmed.

These are persons over the age of sixteen, and are atated to be mostly~- 


long resident. The number of aliens under sixteen cannot be large because 
of the effect of the restriction prior to the warand the complete cessa- 
tion of immigration during the war, except of refugees, most of whem 
have since returned. The aliens, it must also be remembered, include 
Englishwomen, who, having married aliens, become aliens uuder the law 
and are compelled to register. The figures indicate some increase after 
the census, due it may be assumed to the movements of refugees, and a 
decrease last year. The latter fact is interestingly borne out by the 
figures of the alien passengers in and out during 1925. They were 521,775 
who landed in the country, and $24,551 who left, giviug an outtlow of 
2.778. This is remarkably close to the figure of 2,882, shown as the 
decrease in the number registered at the end of the same year. This 
year's figures will be complicated by the visitors to Wembley; no attention, 
therefore, should be paid to the quarterly returns of the in and out trafiic 
The final report of the 1921 census should shortly be issued. Meanwhile, 
from the various volumes already published 1 have extracted the 
following figures, which show that the decline in the number of aliensis 
genera! in the principal townsin Eaglandand Wales, as wel! asin London, 
but that there was increase in the two chief cities of Scotland.

In Camberwell and Shoreditch there were no ex-enemy aliens in 
receipt of the benefit; in Tottenham, two of the four were Germans, one 
being aged 56, who had lived here 30 years, and the other being 61, who 
had lived here 41 years and bad two sons in the British Army. In 
Stepney, there were three ex-enemy aliens. Onc was a German Pole, 
aged 52, who has lived here since the age of 9; one an Austrian Pole, 
aged 44, who has lived here since the age of three and had four brothers 
in the army; the other was a woman aged 66, who has lived here 35 
years. Conclusive as were these figures in refutation of the ridiculous 


complaints, Lord Ednam maintained that in Stepney, the Kast End area, 


the percentage was high. This was still more absurd, for while the 
aliens in Stepney represent 15 per cent of the total population of the 
borougb, the proportion of aliens in receipt of the “dole” was less than 
18 per cent. Inthe other boroughs the percentage was infinitesimal. 


An answer given in the House of Commons on February 12th last 
showed that of 9,455 prisoners in England and Wales only |17 were aliens; 
in Scotland the figures were 1,820 prisoners, 19 aliens. 


The anti-alien agitators have a wretched case, but experience has 
taught us that this does not deter them in the least. It only seems to 
stir them to higher flights of reckless distortion of facts. They need 
careful watching, for their capacity for mischiof is considerable.

CCL.—The Old Tisha 6’Ab and the New. 


My Dear Cousin, 


I have often tried to picture in my mind how Tisha b' Ab was observed | 


in olden days. The prescriptions for the day contained in the Shuichan 
Aruch, and one’s own recollections of a bygone past, furnish abundant 
material out of which it is possible to fill in the details. The dismal 
aspect of the day cast its influence back, certainly as far as the beginning 
of the month of Ab, and, for particularly pious folk, oven to the seventeonth 
day of Tammuz. Eight days before the last arrived, Jows are admonished 
to diminish festivities of all kinds, to cultivate an-air of mourning, and 
not to be too assiduousin their attention to business. This implied many 
things. {t established the custom of uot having your hair cut or your 
underlinen ironed; it put a ban on new clothes and on eating meat 
or drinking wine. The medieval law-giver, who is meticulous in 
his particularity. gives as the main reason for the conduct of the Jow at 
this time that the Fast of Tiska 6'45 marks a day of evil occurrences in 
the national life. | 


The Fast itself began on the eve of the eighth day, and at the last 
meal before commencing the Fast, people would sit in silence and alone 
in order to avoid the necessity of saying grace in company. On the day 
itself the Jow went to Synagodue with bowed head, and the congregation 
presented a mournful aspect, dour beyond description. In the morning 
the congregavts did not wear either (7':/ or fephillin: they sat on the 
ground, or alternatively om low stools In addition to the ordinary 
service, the congregation chanted in a minor key the Ainno!, or dirges 
for the. Destruction of Jerusalem, for the loss of the national life, for the 
dispersion of the chosen peop'e; tears flowed abundantly, and many 4 


voice, as it recited these poetic numbers of poets ofa bygone age, cracked 


in anguish | 
The day itself was marked by 4 goodly number of prohibitions. The 
Jew was not to wash on that day. wor anoint himself with oil. nor put 


on leather footwear. He was not to study the Torah, for does not the 
Paalmist say.

tations. A man was not to greet his neighbour on Tisha b'A5; even the 
merest nod or the good morning wish were to be strictly sachewed: and 
if an ignorant fellow, uuacauainted with the proprieties of the day, 


gave you greeting, it was your duty to reply in a low voice, with your ~ 


head sunk on your breast, after the manner of mourners. On the night 
of the 4th to the 9th of Ab, those who were particularly pious slept onthe 
earth and bad a stone for their pillow. But it was the duty of all and 
sundry to be less comfortable in their beds on that night in the year than 
on ali others. 

} The day itself was spent in fasting No work was done ia the Ghetto, 
and many people visited the cemeteries where the ancient fore-fathers 
siopt in their narrow graves.

The picture is dismal in the extreme, bubitis a reflection of a peopie's 
fecling about the loss of its matiomal life. For centuries, Tisha 4'A+ was 
literaily the ~ Biack Fast,” engendering black moods and black thoughts, 
and surrounding life, as it were, with a black frame. There is something 
tragic in the picture as we view it, because it is 30 much ont of accord 
with our own attitude to life. But it should not be forgotten that it did 
represent realities of suffering, physical and menta!, to which the Jew 
was subjected throughout the Middle Age» in almost every country of his 
sojourn, ‘The prohibition contained in the Shu!/chan Aruch against merri 
ment and jollity is intelligible enouch in the licht of Jewish history. “A 
mau should not laugh heartily in this worl,” om vox 
In Dow you may read in section 560 of the firat book of Joseph 
Caro’a great Code. 

Tisha 6 45, a8 lt was observed in olden days, was ub uestionably 
reminiscent of asceticism, A certain modicum of asceticism is ‘found in 
the Taimud ; fasting, for instamee, is well-knowa on occasions of personal 
or national Calamity, or as a sign of repentance. Fasting, which is met 
with in all religious systems, must also have been prevalent in ancient 
Isracl. Does not the Second Isaiah contrast in burning language thé Past 
Day as it was and as it should be” Yetin Talmudic times, asceticiam 
found little favour with the great Jewish teachers. To turn away from 
the pleasures of the world with hatred and contempt, to mortify the 
fiesh, to doprive oneself of legitimate enjoyments—all this wa. 
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condemned by so great a man as Hillel. The Talmud declares in 
passage which has found universal acceptance among Jewish thinkers. 
“Every man will haye to give an account of himself for every good thing 
which he would have liked to do, but did not." Even in the case of the 
Nazirite, some Rabbis give it as their opiuion that the sacrifice which 
this ascetic had to bring was by way of atonement for his having taken 
on such vows as diminished his honest enjoyment of certain good things — 
of life. 

Asceticism, however, will make its appearance in a time of daricnes, 
and of suffering, as surely as a mushroom springs up after the rain, 
Persecution and suffering have the same effect as the low dict is caicy. 
lated to have on prisoners. Both darken the soul; they bring on the 
feeling that life is not worth living; that at best this world is but 4 
terrible evil in preparation for a better world beyond. Whenever Jews 
had te endure particularily harsh sufferings, waves of asceticism broke ont 
among them. [n the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries in particular, 
especially in Poland, Jews inclined to the ascetic life. One can under 
stand their conduct. They suffered greatly at the hands of the Cossacks, 
and the influence of the Jesuits which was then strong was perhaps oven 
worse than the whips of the Cossacks. The Jews were the hated foes and 
the most numerous victims of the Josult fathers. One can understand 
that Jewish life in those days should bave taken on something of the 
hardness and dourness of Scotch Calvinism. The Kabbalists, even before 
the seventeenth century, had already given a vogue to the ascetic life, 
and the warning of Mainionides that the body should be honoured, fel! on 
deaf cars in times of stress and suffering. 

The old-fashioned methods of observing Tisha b'ab undoubtediy 
smack of seventeeth century asceticism, when many people undertook to 
fast two days a week as aregular thing—on Mondays and Thursdays, and 
others abstained from meatand wine. To people of such atemper, the oid 
fashioned Tish b'¢> was not a hardship; indeed, it may be said that 
they found pleasure in their austerity. Toa modern onlooker, the old 
fashioned Tisha b' A’ does appear to preach unnecessary blackness. * ot 
that one blames those who carried out the Fast as tho §8/r cho 
Aruck prescribes. They were the children of their time, atid their

THE SHAITEL AGAIN. 


The origin of the Shaitel is undoubtedly siennts. Ip spite of the 
important role it played in the Talmudic period, and in the Ghetto, no 
evidence has yet been procured to substantiate the exact date when it 
was introduced, by whom, and the purpose for which it was devised. 
Consequently, any suggestion is bound to be hypothetical. The woaring 
of a ‘hailel was never an ordinarce, nor was it confined to Jewish 
women. To wear false hair was the common practice of all Eastern 
women, to serve as an adornment, or to make good any deficiency of 
nature. Baldness is particularly deprecated by women, “ Instead of 
eurled hair, baldness” (Isaiab v, 24). The Shailel was popular 
in the Talmudic period, but we never find that the Rabbis ever 
enjoined it on married women as a substitnte for their own natural 
hair, or in place of veiling their hair. On the contrary, we see from the 
prohibition of wearing wigs when walking out in public on Sabbath, for 
fear they might be removed and carried (Sabbath 64), that the Shaifcl was 
anciently used as an ornament only. Rabbi Grunis is misleading when

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
‘Chief Rabbi Dr. SAMUEL HALPHON. 

HE closing of the doors of the United States except to the 
very limited numbers to which the new immigration law, 
with its quota system, restricts the influx of would-be 
settlers has enormously increased the difficulties of those 

Jewish bodies on whom the burden falls of disposing of the masses 
of homeless Jewish families congregated on suffravce in the border 
states of the old Russian 
Empire. The Argentine pre- 
sents one of the few feasible 
outlets, and it is gratifying to 
know that Jewish immigration 
is looked upon with sympathy 
and favour by the Government 
of the great South American 
Republic. Ever since the Jewish 
Colonisation Association fixed 
upon the Argentine as one of 
the spheres of its activity, the 
Jewish community there has 
been ateadily growing, and now 
it is one of the large Jewish 
centresofthe world. Dr. Samuel 
Halphon, the able Chief Rabbi 
of the Argentine, is at present 
visiting Europe for reasons of 
health and on a mission on 
behalf of the Argentine Government. During a brief stay in London 
he granted an interview to a representative of THE Jewish CHRONICLE 
in the course of which he had many interesting things to say as to 
the progress of his flock. 
Signs of Progress. | 

“Tam gratified to be able to report many signs of progress among the 
Jewish communities of the Argentine,” said Dr. Halphon. “The Jewish 
congregation of Buenos Aires is about to construct a new synagogae in 
the most aristocratic quarter of the capital. The Jewish Ladies’ Society 
is about to build a new female orphanage at a cost of 500,000 pesos. A 
big new cemetery has been acquired at great cost. The Jewish Hospital, 
too, is building a mew ward. There are two Jewish daily news- 
papers in Yiddish, and several periodicals in Yiddish and Spanish. 
‘There has been a great extension in the number of Jewish schools 
‘of which there are now over one hundred in various parts of the Republic. 
In the interior the communities have prospgged, and various towns have

of Jewish centres, and communal meeting-places have been established 
in several towns. 
Flourishing Colonies. 
“The Jewish colonies have progressed and prospered and are in a 
flourishing condition. A number of the colonists have completely paid off 
their advances and aro now quite independent. Thanks to the splendid 


the strengthening of a real Jewish life. Schools have been founded every- 
where, and there is no centre where Judaism is not tanght and practised. 
The parents pay fees and there are iocal subscribers, but the bulk of the 
cost of this work is borne by the Ica. It is well organised and directed 


young Jews and Jewesses who have the cause of their faith and their 
people sincerely at heart, aud work actively for Jewish affairs. 
Jewish Immigration. 

“Daring the last three years,” said Dr. Halphon, “a considerable 
impetus bas been given to Jewish immigration which is under the 
direction of the Ica. It has been possible to obtain from the Government 
special facilities to permit the entry of the Jewish immigrants on our 
guarantee. A Jewish Immigrants Aid Society cares for the people on 
arrival, and it has been recognised by the authorities asa Public U tility 
Society. its President is Mr. Glucksmann, who is also President of the 
Congregation, while his wife is President of the Ladies’ Society to which 
I have already referred. I should like to emphasise the groat spirit of 
tolerance manifested by the Government of the Argentine. The authori- 
ties have shown a bonudless sympathy for the Jewish commupities of 
the, country. I should specially like to mention the cordiality displayed 
by the lmmigration Department. It has established a hostel for the 
reception of the immigrants aud pays their fares to the interior. The 
great majority of the Jewish immigrants go on the land, which is so 
fertile that very little experience is needed to earn a livelihood. The 
Government looks with favour on a continuance of Jewish immigration, 
and recognises the economic advantages which the Jews have brought to 
the country, and their contributions to the intelectual, moral, social and 
material progress of the Republic. Before my departure for Europe I 
was received in audience by the President, Dr. Marcelo T. de Alvear, who 
gave me letters to the represeatatives of the Republic abroad and once 
more manifested his friendship for the Jewish people.” 

It should be added that when the Legion of Honour was conferred on 
Dr. Halphon, Dr. de Alvear received him in audience and, in tendering 
his congratulations on this distinction, said that it was an honour for the 
entire Jowish community in the Argentine. Oa the occasion of the 
natioual féte on July 9th, Dr. Halphon sent the President a cable of con- 
gratulation from London, and received a most cordial reply, the terms of 
whick have produced excellent impression in Jewish centres in Europe.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the “ Jewish Chronicle.” 


“T have heard of thee by the hearing of the ear ; but now mine 
eye seeth thee. Wherefore I abhor myself, and repent in dust and 
ashes."’—-Job alii., 5—6. 


The Book of Job has been rightly described as “the most modern of 
all Hebrew writings,” and this is true whether we consider the problem 
with which it deals or the solution of that problem at which Job finally 
arrives. It has well been termed “the perennial problem,” presented by 
thé existence in the world of physical and moral evil; the fact that the 
innocent suffer indiscriminately with the guilty. It is important to 
remember at what stage in the development of religion in Israel 
this problem emerged in its acute form. Previous to the Exile the 
Israclites had an easy explanation of all suffering. No pre-exilic writer 
could have written on the “mystery of psio,” for the simple reason 
that to him there was no mystery. He believed that it was always well 
with the righteous and ill with the wicked. He held that the Almighty 
governed the world by a rigid law of retribution, rewarding the deserving 
and punishing the guilty. This world is the only field of destiny, and on 
that field men always reap what they have sown. And as the light of 
immortality had not yet broken on the Hebrew wind a man’s destiny was 
determined along the line of retribution, between the cradle and the 
grave. This doctrine, with all its implications, is embedded in the Book 
of Deuteronomy, in which Moses declares: “ Behold I set before you this 
day a blessing and a curse, the blessing if ye will hearken unto the com. 
mandments of the Lord your God, which I command you this day, and 
the curse, if ye will not hearken unto the commandments of the Lord 


your God.” 


It was an easy-going faith which served Israel until the period of the 


.decline and fall of the Jewish State. After that time, brave and good men 


were confronted with the fact that righteousness was notalways successful, 
that the righteous suffered equally with the guilty; and so there came 
the age of the Hebrew sceptics, the men who wrestled with the perennial © 
problem of pain, who felt it to be a cruel problem, and sought for a 
solution of it. One prophet after another sought to grapple with it, but 
the ¢wo who stood out above all others were the Prophet of the Exile. 
whom we call the second Isaiah, and the author of the dramatic Book of 
Job. They sought to get down tothe bedrock of the question and to show 
that suffering was not always of the natuce of penaity—Isaiah teaching 
that the righteous do not suffer with but for the guilty, as in the picture 
of Israel, the sufferiag servant, in the 53rd chapter—and the writer of 
Job representing that innocent suffering is a test of righteousness, 


The story of Job is that of an affilcted righteous man who himself 
works in argument with friends who represented the orthodox 
traditional view of God's relation to suffering, into a new and glorious 
view of God as one who tries the upright and carries him victorious 
through the life of suffering appointed tohim. The outstanding feature 
of the story is the boldness of Job and the manner in which he horrifies 
his shallow friends and explodes their traditional orthodoxy. Job's 
friends, being neither worse nor better than their age, maintained that it 
is alwaysfor their sins that men are chastened of the Lord. They had 
no other way of explaining Job's caiamities, and they were shocked at 


_ the frankness with which he refused to confess the sin for which they 


believed him to be suffering. Job protests his innocence, and argues 
bluntly that if his friends are right, God is radically unjust. But as the 
drama moves on, it appears that neither Job nor his friends probe deep 
enough; they stick at the same point. Job's friends say, you have 
sinned, and therefore this trouble has come upon you. Job says, I have 
notsinned, ‘and am conscious of my integrity, and yet what good does 
that do me in view of such a Godas yours? What was lackingto all of the 
speakers was a larger couception of Divine Providence, one that would 
make room for the view that suffering may be sent asa test of righ*eous- 
ness, 

Job says, “Though He slay me yet will I wait for Him, I will 
maintain my ways before Him.” “he true meaning of this verse has 
been missed by the way in which it has been made to do duty for many 
& sermon on resiguation. Job uttered these words not in a tone of resig- 
nation, but with the bolduess of an honest soul who felt that the fear of 
death would not deter him from saying “Not Guilty” to God. Whatever 
comes, even if God should slay him, he will vindicate his righteousness. 
Finally Job gives expression to a faith he had hitherto lacked. “I know 
that Thou canst do all things, therefore have I uttered that which I 
understood not, things too wonderful for me which I knew not, I bad 
heard of Thee by the hearing of the ear, but now mine oye seeth Thee, 
wherefore I retract, take back my words, and repent in dust and ashes. 
There is not in religious literature anything finer than this, A troubled 
and brave soul has come through a soul conflict into the light of a true 
knowledge of God, a God who is not to be feared asa foe, but embraced 
as a friend. The mystery of pain is not. solved, butit takes its place 
among “things too wonderful for me,” things im regard to which an 
attitude of reverent agaosticisam more befits a poor mortal than oneof con- 
fident dogmatism. The vision of God has made Job intelleetually humble. 
The faith which Job has now reached, as compared with that which be 
has outgrown, is as hearsay to sight. “I had Acard of Thee, but now 
mine eye sceth Thee.” That is the true remedy for doubt, the true source 
of healing, to exchange a hearsay knowledge of God for one which con- 
sists in the clear vision. of His face. Therefore Job reste satisiied and 
silent. And that final silence conveys a lesson for us all who feel the 
pressure of the problema that disturbed the patriarch's mind, 
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Bulgaria and the Jews. 
- — 


Foreign Minister’s Statement. 


In spite of his occupation with urgent affairs and of the parliamentary 
session Mr. Chr. Kalfoff, Minister for Foreign Affairs, was kind enough 
recently to receive Dr. Jacobson, Special Emissary of the Zionist Execu- 
tive Committee, and of the Keren Hayesod, and member of the Actions 
Committee. In view of certain events which have lately transpired in 
Bulgaria and been reflected in the press, the minister made a-statement 
which he gave Dr. Jacobson authority to publish. 

He insisted on the need for taking the general situation of the country 
into consideration if one was to come to a proper understanding and 
appreciation of isolated facts and incidents. The situation in Bulgaria, 
he said, was the same as in other defeated countries ; the influence of the 
general world war was felt there too. Bulgaria was going through a 
very difficult economic crisis, and above alla “ moral” crisis. She was 
acquitting herself conscientiously of ob!igations laid on her and continuing 
to pay large sums in reparation; that weighed on the budget, with the 
resulé that taxes were heavy and a feeling of discontent prevailed among 
the population which helped to aggravate the general state of mind, 
described by the minister as the “moral” crisis. The spirit of 
discipline and the love of order which had characterised Bulgaria 
before the war had been shaken, and it was only natural, that 
despite immense efforts made to re-establish normal conditions of 
life, the present Government had not yet completely succeeded 
in its task. It was apparent that the less order-loving sections of the 
public were taking advantage of the general state of affairs. The 
Government had been successful in restoring relations of goodwill with 
foreign countries and particularly with Boilgaria's neighbours, and it had 
therefore decided to overcome every <(ifffculty in combating internal 
disorder, It was unfortunately true that certain people had tried to 
extort money from private folk and from institationsamong the victims 
the Jews suffering equally—but directly these matters had been made 
known to the Government, stringent measures were taken at once to deal 
with them, and there was no need to add that the Government would be 
just as severe in the event of their recurrence. The Minister declared 
emphatically that it would bo unfair to ascribe these incidents to an anti- 
Semitic movement. The Jewish question and anti-Semitism did not 
exist In Bulgaria, where intolerance was not one of the national failings. 
Not only did the Jews enjoy every right, but they deserved all honour 
for their patriotism during the war, and for the services they had rendered 
and continue to render in the sphere of commerce and industry, If there 
were a few people essaying to carry on an anti-Semitic propaganda they 
were neither important nor influential. In any case the Government was 
determined to take strong steps against agitators of this mature, whose 
actions it utterly condemned. > 

The Mintster concindea@ by assuring Dr. Jacobson of the sympathy 
which Zionism and the work for the restoration of the National Jewish 
Home in Palestine would always command from the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment and nation. Having striven with great self-sacrifice for their own 
national liberty the Bulgarians could be counted upon duly to understand 
and appreciate the national aspirations of the Jews. 

In thanking the Minister for bis remarks, Dr. Jacobson assured him 
that the Jews would always appreciate the treatment enjoyed by their 
brethren in different countries. They would never forget the debt of 
gratitude they owed to countries—among which Balgaria held one of the 
foremost places—where Jews were treated as they wished to be and in 
accordance with their rights as citizens and as sons of the great race 
they spring from. At the conclusion of the interview it was agreed that 
Dr. Jacobson should intervene direct with the Minister on all questions 
touching on Bulgarian Jewry or the upbullding of Palestine. 


The Jews in Bavaria. 
-— 
Anti-Semitism in Germany. 
[From our Correspondent. | BERLIN, 


Some time ago, the Constitutional Commission of the Bavarian Dict, 
while rejecting a motion introduced by the Nationalist parties for the 
expulsion of alien Jews and the confiscation of their property, the 
enforcement of a numerus clausus at schools, and the exclusion of native 
Jews from Government offices, professorships, and the holding of land or 
house property, adopted two resolutions instructing the Government : 

1. Not to issue any more permitsto members of the Jewish race to change 


their surnames, and to order the tocal auchorities to refuse to allow members 
of the Jewish race to change their firat names; and 


2. To prepare immediately an exact statement giving the figures of how 
many members of the Jewish race are ifthe service of the Bavarian State and 
in whet departments they are employed, either as officinis or in any other 
capacity, and to submit these statements at the earliest opportunity to the Diet, 

Both resolutions were rejected, since it was feared that their adop. 
tion might lead to complications with other nations and reprisals against 
Germans residing abroad. 

Tre German Constitution provides for the holding of a plebiscite for 
the purpose of considering a change in any of the laws of the country, if 
one-tenth of the total electorate demands it. This fact is being utilised 
by the anti-Semites, who are collecting signatures to a momorandum 
demanding a plebiscite on the Jewish question. The proposals to be 
voted upon provide alternatively for the expulsion of al! East European 
Jews who have entered Germany since November 9th, 1918, the 
expulsion of all Jews who have evutered the country since August Ist, 
1914, the confiscation of the property of the Jews expe)led (so far as they 
bave not been legitimately acquired) in order to compensate “ war-loan 
holders and savings bond holders, who have been swindled of the-fruits 
of their labour,” andthe placing of Jews remaining in Gerfawy under 
alien regulations, to be treated in the same way as subjects of foreign 
States. The proposals are strongly supported by the Nationalist Party, 
which has thirty-two deputies in the Reichstag. 

As reported to you last week, in consequence of the refusal of the 
authorities to allow a rabbi to ceive an address at the memorial service to 


- German soldiers killed in the war, the Jewish Community Board arranged 


& Separate memorial service, to be held at the same time at the Jewish 
Cemetery at Weissensee. This meeting was prohibited by the police, 
but subsequently the order was revoked and permission was given for the 
service to be held. Rabbi Dr. Baeck, who during the war was achaplain 


at the front, delivered an address. Many thousands of Jews attended | 


the. service, 


The notorious anti-Semite “Knouepfel” Kunze was recentiy, at 
Leba, subjected to the humiliation of having bis life saved by a Jew. 


Kunze, who got into difficulties while bathing, was rescued by Dr. Posner, | 


who plunged into the water and extricated him.

Selective Development in America. 
By IRMA KRAFT. 


There is no greater impetus to the growth of a people than the dis- 
covery and acceleration of hidden genius in its youths. It remains for 
a Settlement House of New York City, in conjunction with the Federated 
Jewish Charities, to search for and stimulate genius among unknown 
Jewish youths. Notcontentto wait until this genius “arrives” of its own 
accord, it has formed a joint Committee to tomb the East Side for the 
talent and ability for which Israel has long been famous. 

In an interview given to the New York Times a short time ago, 
Mr. Jacob Chetser Teller, Executive Director of the Neighbourhood Settle- 
ment Honse, discussed briefly some of the details of the new plan of 
procedure. He said that concentrated and systematic efforts would 


_. begin shortly in the tenements of the Hast Side and in mfny of the less 


well-known siums to detect and foster génius among the children of the 
poor. The investigation would be conducted on psychological i.nes, and 
in conjunction with the Stuyvesant Neighbourhood House and the 


Fe@erated Jewish Charities. The work will be begun in schools, hospitals, . 


tenements, and settiement classes, and the East Side will be asthoroughly 
investigated as is possible with the means at disposal. 

Mr. Jacob Teller will himself conduct the invéstigation, and wi!i have 
the assistance of a psychologist who will make an inspection of each child 
to be examined ; medical doctors will report on the physical condition, and 
a gland specialist will report on glandular condition. Special teachers of 
art, music, writing, and industria! and technica! subjects bave given their 
services in the cause. é y 

The experiment is to ba made in the belief that soctety should not 
have to wait for the great artist or writer or musician to fight his way to 
the top, that genius and talent can be discovered early, and, with 
proper guidance, can be more fully developed than is possible at present. 

_ All the several! thousands of boys and girls of the neighbourhood ia 
clubs will be submitted to a group test to classify their intelligence, 
broadly. The brightest childrsn will be re-examined by individual tests. 
Then a psychiatric examination will select children with emotional 
instabilities and idiosyncrasies. These children will be separated, and 
special attention will be given to them, so that their failings may be 
corrected and turned into useful channels. 

The home conditions and family history of the children selected will 
be studied, in order that environmental aid may be given them if 
necessary. Then those in the gifted group will be encouraged and he!ped 
according to their specific capabilities. A child with inclination to Art 
will be placed in capable hands for instraction. Should a continued 
examination and study of the child prove that bis or her ability ia Art 
gives liétie promise of developing into anything showing the divine spark, 
all special efforts will be abandoned for that particular cbild. 

Instructors will nourish no illusions, and a child who might make a 
better shoemaker or carpenter or typist than an artist or a musician will 
be told so, plainly and without flattery. 

This plan, if carried into execution, should prove of great value in 
the broader development of the race. The hours and years that are lost 
in our present muddled, non-selective system, when boys or girls often 
spend the most valuable time of their lives in trying to nd their proper 
vyooations, will gradually diminish and disappear. And if it is ever 
possible to find quickly and easily one's proper sphere, the heart-aches, 
the disappointments, and the despair which are so much a portion of life 
to-day will also disappear. . 

At a large Rhode Island Conference of the American Jewish Congress 


held a few weeks ago in America, a Mass Meeting, at which over two 


thousand people were in attendance, met to protest against the Johnson 
Immigration Restrictions Bill, as “ Un-American.” 

Dr. Stephen 8. Wise, President of the American Jewish Congress, 
in addressing the meeting, urged unceasing vigilance on the part 
of all Americans against this un-American attempt at discrimination 
and proscription. He called it significant that Representative Jolnson 
showed signs of displeasure at the various protests against the Bill, and 
he thought that even Mr. Johnson was beginuiog to understand that the 
American people, native and foreign-born, were resentful against such 
legislation. Kabbi Wise expressed his confidence that the distinguished 
Senator Colt of Rhode Island, as Chairman of the “ Senate Committee on 
Immigration,” could never be moved to give his approval of a Bill 
the enactwent of which would divide the American psople into so-called 
superior and inferior classes. “The American people,” continued Dr, 
Wise, “are not ready to substitute the Johnson scheme of discrimination 
for the declaration of American independence and equality before the 
law and even before adwission to the land of the law.” 

The Conference concluded with pledges for co-operation by all against 
the serious anti-immigration legislation. Resolutions were also adopted 
dealing with problems of Jewish Immigration, Anti-Semitism, Nordic 
Propaganda, the formation of Local Jewish Councils, Co-operation with 
theCommittee of Jewish Delegations in Paris, and demanding formally that 
the American Jewish masses, democratical)y organised, be included in the 
formation of the Palestine Jewish Agency. 

It was further resolved that the Regional Conferencs of Delegates 
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favours the organisation of American Jewry on a democratic basis for 
participation in the Jewish Agency, and calls upon the American Jewish 
Congress and Zionist Organisation to take such steps as would assure 
the participation in the Agency of the organised masses of American Jews.

Annua! Report. 

The apnual report of the Cape Jewish Orphanage for the period 
ending December last records satisfactory and progressive activity during 
the year. There are 102 children at the Orphanage. Dr. J. Dunstan, 
visited the Home. and expressed his appreciation of the work. For 
the first time in the history of the institution, a camp wae established 
at Muizenberg. where for nearly three weeks the children lived under 
canvas. The report of the Education Sub-Committee showe that the 
children attending the public sohools have made excellent progress in 
every direction. The girls, in particular, have been «ingularly suc- 
cosafal, and those attending the Normal College obtained over 40 per cent. 
of the prizes given at the last prize distribution. A troop of Scouts has 
been formed. The income for the year was £9,049, against an expendi- 
ture of £7,752: but the income included an ailucation of 65 per cent. of 
the profits of the Fairyland Fete,” held in March of last year, amounting 
to £3,078, so that a deficit of £1,741 was turned into a surplus of £1,537,

A NEW YORK INCIDENT. 


What threatened to be a riot over the coffia of a dead girl, and 
probably would have been, had not the police taken the affair in hand 
(says the Jewish World), occurred recently in the East Side of New York, 
while the body ofa young woman whose maiden name was Jennie Lesh 
kowitz, and who bad married an [talian named Dominic Scula, was being 
taken to the Catholic cemetery. The episode is thus told by the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency correspondent : 

The boy and girl met 20 years ago, when she was four and he was eight. 
Their parents were neighbours and the children were constantplaymates. They 
went to school together and played together, and when they grew up they 
decided to marry each other. Both families strongly objected, so they eloped 
and were married bya Juatice of the Peace. Jenunie’s parents, strongly Orthodox 
Jews, when they learned of the marriage, observed the seven daya of mourning 
for the dead. The young wife, estranged from her family, boycotted by her 


friends aud conscience-stricken over the grief of her parents, pit bn ar 
tuberculosis When ber condition grew worse she was taken by her husband to 


St. Joseph's Hospital, where, anticipating her death, Scula called ina Catholic 
priest, who received her into the Catholic faith. Jennie received the holy Sacra 
mentand immediately afterwards died. When it came to the burial the husband 
insisted that in conformity with the law, he had the right to bury his wife in his 
pilot in the Catholic cemetery Pe since her parents had mourned her as 
dead years ago, and she had died a Catholic. Her parents, however, claim that 
she was unconscious when she was received into the Church, and demand that 
she should be buried in the Jowish cemetery. 

All we can say (continues the Jewish Wor!d) is that these people are 
hopelessly behind the times. Poor Jennie and Dominic should have 
been married in Church, preferably on a Sabbath, and her parents, 
instead of mourning her as dead, should bave been present at the cere- 
mony to give her away in the presence of a large concourse of Jowish 
_ guests, who should have joined in the joy they felt in tho act of dis- 
loyaity to the creed they profess. [t would have been well if some of 
them had been communal leaders holding responsible positions in com- 
munai institutions, for these might have shown their absolute impartiality 
by taking part in an essentially Jewish function a teow days afterwards, 
and urging the audience to be good and true and faithful Jews, anxious 
in ali things to maintain Judaism untarnished and unsullied. Clearly 
they manage this sort of thing better in—England! And there is no 


riot—there is scarcely a ripple on the average surface of the community 


and not the least stir in the serene atmosphere of the communal pulpits, 
which concur silently—doubtiess out of a sense of favours expected 
from those directly responsible and their friends,

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Rabindranath Tagore. 
SYMPATHY WITH ZIONIST ASPIRATIONS. 


A banquet was given by Mr. E. 8. Kadoorie, at his residence, Marble 
Hall, Shanghai, on June 26th, in honour of the great ladiam poet, Sir 
Rabindranath Tagore. Mr. Kadoorie welcomed the guest to Shanghai, 
and spoke of the value of his writings. ) 

Dr. Bension, the delegate of the World Zionist Organisation, said that 
Mr. Kadeorie and bis family had always been very much interested in 
philauthropic works, a fact to which the Laura Kadoorie Homes in 
Palestine and the fine schools and hospitals bearing her name in 
Mesopotamia and the Near East bore testimony. One must also 
remember the Sir Ellis Kadoorie Schools in Shanghai, Hong Kong, 
and Canton, where thousands of Orientals, irrespective of race or 
creed, were given the opportunities of education. It was characteristic 
of the ideas of this family that Sir Ellis Kadoorie in his will had 
left money to build schools not only for the Jews but for the 
Arabs. Sir Rabindranath Tagore was a man of raro nobility of 
soul. He was indeed the king of Oriental Poetry. He wished to 
refer to three points :.The first, of the atmosphere created by Sir Rabin- 
dranath Tagore’s poetry ; the second, of the influence of bis poetry on the 
present generation of the Jews; and the third, of his message to Oriental 
Nations to retain their old culture and civilisation, again with special 
reference to the renaisance of Judaism in Palestire. His conception of 
the Deity .was not confined to a personal or national God, but to the 
universal God, who was to be found everywhere and in everything. The 
greatness of Tagore was not due to the heights of beauty which dwelt in 
him, or to the sweetness of the music andrhythm contained in his songs. 
It was due to the holy atmosphere throughout his verses, in those one 
would find not only an aesthetic joy, but also a nobility of outlook on life. 
One would find oneself in the presence of a modern Psalmist who drew 
the samo spiritual music as David drew when he played upon tho harp. 
It was no uncommon sight to see many of the Hebrew pioncers in 
Palestine who broke stones in the streets, drained the marshes, built 
bridges and constructed houses during the day, retire after sunset, and 
read either of our poet Bialik cr of the songs of Tagore. His work bad 
brought home to many the gems to be found in the Literature of the 
Orient; and bad returned to many the thoughts and ideas that bad 
been lost to them through long contact with foreign civilisations. 
It was a fallacy to suppose that Zionism was based upon materialism and 
not idealism. The aims of Zioniem were twofold—the return to Jewish 
eulture and a Jewish land. Herzl, the creator of modern Zionism, bad 
gaid at the first Zionist Congress that the return to Zion must be preceded 
by a return to Judaiem. That was the tragedy of their generation. Their 
weakness inanifested itself when they disregarded their own vineyard. 
It was characteristic of the Jewish spirit that Dr. Weizmann had /aid 
the foundation of the Hebrew University, a spiritual centre for Judaism. 
He wished to emphasise the fact that their Nationalism did not mean 
that they desired to establish barriers between themselves and other 
nations. Farfromit. Their desire was to bridge the gulf which had 
been created through an abnormal life. With the help of Great Britain, 
whose mandatory powers over Palestine had been granted by the L-ague 
of Nations, andin a renewed and liberated l’retz Yisrael, where the felfish 
barriers between man and wan no longer existed, they hoped to realise 
the ideals of the Prophets of Israel, which were the ideals of their 
modern Jewish poets .ad thinkers, and also those of Sir Rabindranath 
Tagore. ‘ 
Sir Rabindranath Lagore said that they welcomed him as the poet of 
Asia aad he was proud of it. Hehad decpsympathy for that great movement 
of theirs in the West of Asia—in the creative activities of Zionsm in Pales- 
tine—-for it represented a great truth, the marvellous stir of awakened 
life to discover its home land. The whole mind of Asia was hungering 
for its spiritual home. For several centuries Asia had not sent any great 
voice to deliver any great message. For centuries she had remained 
dumb and degraded. Now the time had come for Asia to speak again, 
to offer her great legacies to the world, distracted with hatred and greed. 
The West had suddenly discovered thut her cult of progress bad not 
given her that thing which came from interior peace. She was groping 
for light. Asia must rise equal to the occasion and realise her responsi- 
bility. The Asiatics must now organise their efforts to reconstruct that 
chapter of our history which was eternal. The heart of Asia had ever 
hungered for immortality, and the world had to come again tu her to 
learn from her age-old spiritual wisdom, proclaiming peace and love for the 
whole ofbumanity. Thus when Asia rediscoved herself, when she fulfilled 


her spiritua! vocation, it was not simply the East that would benefit by . 


it but the West as well. With that hope and aspiration he had started 
in a humble corner of India an international institution, Visva Bharati, 
where he had tried to. provide for a syathetic study of Asiatic culture, 
with a view to making it possible for any people of any land to enter into 
their spiritual legacies by participating in their life. Their bondages 
were in their own souls and true freedom must come trom within — with 
the purification of their senses, with the conquest of greed and hatred.

The Holy Places. 
THE BIGH COMMISSIONER TO DECIDE DISPUTES. 

An Order in Council appears in the Gazctie providing that no cause or 
matter in connection with the Holy Places or religious buildings or sites 
in Palestine or the rights or claims relating to the different religious com- 
munities in Palestine shall be heard or determined by any Courtin 
Palestine, 

If any question arises, such question shall, pending the constitution 
of a Commission charged with jarisdiction over such matters, be referred 
to the High Commissioner, who shall decide the question after making 
due inquiry into the matter in accordance with such instructions as he 
may receive from one of his Majesty's Principal Secretaries of State. 


The decision of the High Commissioner shali be final and binding on 
all parties. 


ACCUSED JEW RELEASED. 


[From our Correspondent.) JERUSALEM. 

The most striking note on the past record of the late Dr. do Haan 
has been published by the Hebrew organ, Ko!-/Jacob. According to that 
newspaper, the late Dr. de Haan had a passport for his voyage to Russia, 
in which he was registered as a Christian.

MARRANOS’ LETTER TO JERUSALEM RABBINATE. 

As has been previously reported in the THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, & large 
number of Marranos resident in Portugal, the descendants of Jews who, 
in the fourteenth century, denied their Judaism and pretended to have 
adopted Christianity, have requested the Chief Rabbinate at Jerusalem to 
sanction their return to Judaism and ‘their settlement in the Land 


of Israel. ‘The following is the text of the letter sent to the Jerusalem 


Kabbinate: 


The baptism of our forbears was only pretended because of the 
terror of the Inquisition and the Auto-da-ic¢. In tbe depths of our 
hearts, however, we, their descendants, have maintained our love 
and our loyalty to our Jewish people. We marry only among ourselves 
and even if we are baptised as children in Catholic churches, are 
married according to Catholic rites, and are laid in our graves as 
Catholics, we feel ourselyes Jews more than ever. In the course of 
the centuries we have lived under the pressure of ciericalism, cut off 
from every communication with Jews. The Jewish laws have 
become strange to us. By certain phases of the moon we kuow when 
it is }om Atppur, which we observe devoutly according to the com- 
mands which have been handed down by tradition. It pains us that 
we do not understand the words of these Hebrew commands. We 
Marranos never cease to speak of our return to Jerusalem. We 
speak of it with our children and we believe ic it firmly. We take 
the most joyful interest in the present reconstruction work of our 
Jewish brethren in the land of our fathers. — .

lt is pot often that ap unknown singer creates such a fayourable 
impression and achieves such an outstanding success at his first 
appearance ip England as did Beniamino Riccio at the Wigmore Hall 
op Thursday, the 24th July. Riccio is a dramatic baritone, with 
a voice of unusually big range, and that he bad no doubts of his own 
capabilities was proved by his choice of songs... The programme 
was botb varied and interesting, and the singer's voice at the 
end seemed as freshly clear and resonant as when he began his 
task. itis probable that Riccio, like Battistini, will be even more of a 
personality on the operatic stage, for he has the dramatic sense developed 
to an extremely high degree. As it was, Riccio roused his audience, by 
his interpretations and gestures, toan unusually high pitch of enthusiasm. 
There were womentse when bis dramatic sense was exaggerated at the 
expense of rhythm and exactitude of tune, but these minor blemishes 
may be forgiven in a singer of such temperament and at his first appear- 
auce in a strange country. It is probable that Riccio, who now journeys 
to italy, will return to England in the autumn to give a concert in the 
(ueen’s Hall, where undoubtedly bis big voice would be heard to even 
greater advantage.—J.A.¥,

Law Cases. 


“SHAMEFUL EXHIBITION OF PeRIURY.”—Judge Woodcock described 


an action that came before him at the Leeds County Court last week, aa 
a “shameful exhibition of perjury.” Jack Orbaum, a draper, of Vandyke 
Street, Leeds, was the plaintiff, and hé claimed damages for negligence 
from Israel Cralf, hairdresser, of Byron Street, alleging that in conse- 
quence of the negligence he had contracted “barber's rash.” Mr. J. 
Milner, for the plaintiff, said that Orbaum was shaved on October 27th 
last by a servant of defendant's named Louis Wineberg, and was cut by 


a razor, Which was not properly sterilised He contracted sycosis, asa — 


result of which he had not been able to follow his employment, and had 
not worked since January. He claimed medical fees and damages for 
pain and suffering. Jack Gordon, subponed by plaintiff as a witness, 
said that about two months ago plaintiff asked him if he would go with 
him to a solicitor's office and say what he asked him to say, promising 
him a few shillings. Witness was “down and out” at the time and 
agreed, but said that if it was going to be a court case he would 
have uothing to do with it. Plaintiff told him what story to tell, and he 
wont into the solicitor’s office, made the statement, and signedit. He 
now said that this was wholly antrue, After further evidence had been 
givon, the Judge said: “I have waded through a perfect labyrinth of lies 
in this case. It is a shameful exhibition of the length to which people 
will go to perjure themselves instead of having the manhood to tell the 
truth. These people are a disgrace to the very great race for whom f 
have the greatest possible respect. I[ wish it were in my power to deal 
with them as they deserve.” His Honour, in dismissing the case with 
costs against the plaintiff, added: “I shall carefully consider the matter, 
and if | come to the conclusion that plaintiff can be successfully prose 
cuted and imprisoned for perjury, [ shall send the papers to the Public 
Prosecutor with the recommendation that he be so prosecuted.»
